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Documents Indicate CIA Spied on King, 
Wanted to Discredit Him as Black Leader 
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ASHIN GTON — 7*he Central In- 
telligence Agency spied on Martin 
Luther King in the llXiOs through in- 
formants. gathered records of King’s 
telephone calls and photocopied norm) 
of hia credit -cord receipts and men* 

, sages scrawled on huameas cants, ac- 
cording to documents in a federal 
lawsuit. 

Many of the documents, which 
have been disclosed in a Freedom of 
Information Acl lawsuit (Harold

One C^A informant suggested that 
King be ‘'removed” os u black leader. 
“It is ‘AV (Informant's name deleted) 
belief that somehow or other Martin 
Uither King must be removed from 
the leadership of the Negro move- 
ment, and his removal must cuine 
from within, not from without/' an 
Internal CIA memo dated May 11, 
19 G 5 . rest Is. adding that if whiles con- 
tributed to King <1 ouster, it might 
make him a “martyr " 

"*A' feels thut somewhere tn the 
Negro inovemenl, at the top/' the 
memo continues, “there musL be a 
Negro leader who is ‘dean/ who 
cquld step into the vucuum and duals 
if Martin Luther King were either ex- 
posed or aBsaaaUiatea" 

The disclosure of the 373 pages of 
files (which contain numerous dele- 
tions) Is believed to provide the first 
documentary evidence that the CLA 
I engaged in surveillance of King in the 
UJniuxl States before he was shot to 
death by an aiwassin in Meinplus on 
April 4. 19(38. 

Ills not. however, the first disclo- 
sure of y.S. government surveillance 
or King, nor is it the first indication 
that tne CIA engaged in domestic 
ipying. 

In 1075. when congressional hear- 
ings were called to investigate intel- 


ligence abuses, 11 was disclosed that 
the P'tii had tried to “neutralise'' 
Kings effectiveness by eavesdrop- 
ping on his motel rooms with micro- 
phones and on his telephone conver- 
sations with wiretaps Hull were ini- 
tially approved in lt)G3 by Ally. Gen. 
lUibertF. Kennedy. 

Moreover, It has been disclosed that 
the CIA had spied on and kopt files on 
thousands of Americana, mostly un- 
der a domestic program called Opera- 
tion CHAOS, wnicn was a violation of 
the agency’s statutory charter. Then. 

In 1078, the New York Times reported 
that the CIA hud recruited American 
blacks In the late lOtiOs and early 
1070s lo any on Black Panther mem 
bers In tills country and Afrlca-and 
thut CIA officials feared that disclo- 
sure of these activities would bring 
charges of racism against the agency. 

in the CLA flics on King, the alle- 
gedly damaging information against 
him had been confirmed by an 
unidentified “highly placed official in 
the Department of Justice/' according 
in u memorandum dated June 0, 11X15 
The memo added tlml an Informant 
hud been told that an unidentified 
“Washington source hud the enUrc 
King fde in his office, Including pho- 
tographs and tapes/' 

One anonymous source la reported 
In the memo lo liave told unoLher that 
“if we don't publish It. It is going to 
blow up underncuih our noaes. ue- 
cuusc It is certain to come out sooner 
or later/' 

The purported information on King, 
according to the same memo, consist- 
ed of: 

-“Highly derogatory information 
on (material deleted) wnich have 
Liken place within the United Slates 
and overseas." 

—“A possible theft of mouey. 
—“Association with identified 
Communist or pro -Soviet types on an 
intense personal basis, particularly 
(material deleted.)" 

The same memo reports that infor- 
mant “A“ said ttuit “details of the 
King mailer are definitely known to 
the editurs of the New York Times 
and the New York Herald Tribune, 
but they will not break the story be- 
cause they have been asked not to, 


‘A’ slated, presumably by the Pres- 
ident (Lyndon B. Johnson)/' There Is 
no clue In the files as to whether “A" 
In one document Is the same infor- 
mant Identified as “A” In others.) 

Another document, dated one 
month earlier in 19(35. reflects a con- 
cern by its writer within the CIA that 
If any black leader were shown to be 
engaged in “Illegal activities,'' It 
would cause a split between Johnson 
and black leaders, disrupt the civil 
rights movement and enable the 
“Communist left" to “cause extremely 
critical problems for the government 
of the United Stales." 

The writer said that source “A" 
was concerned that 1/ King were ex- 
posed by “white sources, official or 
otherwise/ 4 it would have “no good' 
effect and would probably only make 
King a murtyr/ according to the 
same document (May 11 , 19 (B). 

“ 'A* was also concerned that King 
might possibly be assassinated before 
his exposure, which would have the 
effect of making him & martyr and 
would not at all be helpful to the Ne- 
gro movement," the memo continues. 

Last July, tiu House Assassinations 
Committee, although concluding that 
conspiracies were "likely" In the 
deaths of King and former President 
John P. Kennedy, cleared both the 
CIA and the FBI of any role In the 
conspiracies. 

The rest of the released file on 
King Includes photocopies of Diner’s 
Club credit-caid receipts for pur- 
chases In Miami and Chicago, hand- 
written phone messuges to Ring, lists 
of some uf his telephone calls ( to men 
and women, a flying service, a televi- 
sion elution, two airlines and' the Ur- 
ban League— ail m the Murni area), 
plus phone numbers written on the 
backs of oLhc. persons’ buameSB 
curds. 

Also in the file Is a teletype sum- 
mary of news media reaction In Cuba 
and Mexico to King's ilsaassmatiori. 

Radio Havana Is Quoted as com- 
menting: “llis death snows once again 
Hull the exploited masses can only 
answer reactionary violence with re- 
volutionary violence." 
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
